Advantages claimed for this form 


of ballot arc principally three. In the 
first place they can be counted more 
than five times as fast as the old bal- 
lots.

Ten seconds 
suffice for the worst combination in 
the split-ticket line that can be con- 
ceived. 
In the second place the num-
